Madrid (AP).—King Alfonso is, 
for all practical purposes, the Span­ 
ish government and has been since 
the days of Gen. Primo -de Rivera. 
The king made knd unmade that 
dictatorship, largely directing Its 
policies, and during the regime of 
Gen. Damaso Berenguer as premier 
his role has been even more thor­ 
ough. 
He has had most of the burdens 
and responsibilities of conducting 
the 
government, 
defending 
his 
throne, fighting a perplexing politi­ 
cal battle. 
His critics describe the situation 
as the king himself being dictator. 
His partisans see it as the king do- 
inrf his duty. 
Practical Politician 
Alfonso has been called the best 
iwlitician in Spain. He has had to 
be to win so far. 
He will have to 
continue to be if his domination of 
the situation endures. 
He has a quick, alert mind—one 
that bores directly to the pitch of a 
proposition and dismisses all non­ 
essentials. 
He has a natural gift 
for practical politics and he knows 
his Spain. 
Underneath an appearance of im­ 
pulsiveness, of quick-decLsion. dra­ 
matic tendencies, he possesses a 
careful, planning patience. Quietly 


Usually these conferences and in­ 
terviews occupy him until luncheon 
at 2 or 3 o'clock. 
He keeps late 
hours, like most Spaniards, 
who 
rarely dine before 9 at night and 
consider IO a reasonable hour. 
Exhaustive Reader 
He does much of his reading at 
night. 
Secretaries prepare for him 
comprehensive collections of news­ 
paper clippings from Spain and the 
most im portant cities of the world 
Also, of course, he goes through 
many reports of his own officials in­ 
forming him of domestic and for­ 
eign developments. 
His management of Spanish af­ 
fairs is made as inconspicuous as 
possible. 
He and his government 
would be the first to deny th at the 
king Is a dictator, as some of the re­ 
publicans assert. 
Those close to 
him are careful always to emphasize 
their opinions, and the king's, that 
he has not exceeded the functions 
of a constitutional monarch. 
They say conditions have forced 
upon him considerable direct par­ 
ticipation in state affairs; that he 
had to do this or see Spain whirl 
into the chaos that has at times 
seemed threatening. 
But they say. 
and the king say!, he has not vio­ 
lated his oath at office. That oath 
was: 
“I swear to Ood, on the Holy Qos-

He has

ally several times a day
